I muft-own, the Oppoficion in Scotland 
hag been great, and a Cloud of remarkable 
Conjunétures has all along attended this Af- 
fair ; I cannot deny, the Follies of our 
Friends have contributed to the Difficulty as 
much, and perhaps more than the Rageof 
our Enemies 3 andthe Prudence, Modera- 
tion and fteady Conduét of his Grace the 
Duke of Queensberry, her Majefty’s High 
Commiffioner there, has been the only Sup- 
port of thofe honef few, that frood firm for 
the Intereft of their Country ; and thisT. 
muft confefs, has been the more remarkable,

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in that his Grace has carried i¢ on thro’ the 
niidft of all the unfufferable Infolencies of an 
enrag’d High Flying and Facobite Party. 

But I thall rake more Room, than thefe 
Papers will allow, to do his Grace Juttice in 
that Account, being preparing for the Pub- 
lick a compleat Hittory of the whole Affair
